that act, there was a complete grant.’ 

“Defendants’ objections to the va- 
lidity of said alleged grant may be 
generalized under two heads: first, that, 
in the proceedings had by the City 
Council of Les Angeles for the sale of 
said franchise, certain requirements 
of said act of 1901 were not complied 
with, and, therefore, there was no 
valid grant; second, that said act of 
1901 is void. because it undertakes to 
delegate municipal functions to a spe- 
cial commission, in violation of Article 
Xi. Section 13, of the Constitution of 
Callffornia, and, furthermore, said act, 
if constitutional, does not apply to the 
city of Los Angeles, betause it con- 
cerns only municipal affairs, and, as to 
such affairs, said city, by Article X1, 
Section 6, of tne Constitution of Call- 
fornia, as amended in 1896, is exempt 
from the operation of general laws, 
and subject only to its charter, whose 
provisions require, for granting a fran- 
chise, the conjoint action, by an ordi- 
nance, of Council and Mayor.

streets. A sketch of the dwelling, 
taken from the architect's perspective, 
is shown in this issue. It is not only a 
very handsome house, but a very fine 
piece of architectural work. The stately 
columns that support the wide project- 
ing porches, * the south and east 
fronts of the ilding, like those found 
in. most colonial dwellings, while of 
classic composition, are not limited to 
the details of any one order of archi- 
tecture, but embody the most pleasing 
features of several, and add to the gen- 
eral appearance of the mansion, giving 
it an air of stateliness and repose that 
is, perhaps, its most pleasing charac- 
teristic. The house will stand upon a 
terrace, three feet above the sidewalk, 
with stone steps as approaches. The 
principal entrance will be on Bonnie 
Brae street. Passing across the wide 
porch facing the east, one enters a re- 
ception hall, 12x16 feet. This opens into 
a reception room, on one side of which 
is a library, 16x16 feet; and on the other 
a parlor 16x20 feet, and a dining-room 
and kitchen 16x24 and 14x18 feet, re- 
spectively. Pantries, store rooms and 
similar conveniences are, of course, pro- 
vided. Six bedrooms, averaging 12x14 
feet, will surround an interior court 30x 
40 feet. Eight large columns, suppoft- 
ing a rich cornice, will surround the 
court, and sliding sash will be provided 
for use in winter, and sliding blinds in 
summer. This dwelling is patterned 
after 2 built a few years ago at Al- 
hambfa, and it is claimed that it em- 
bodies more of comfort and conveni- 
ence than can he found in any two- 
story dwelling, and that the patio fea- 
ture is one which is especially suitable 
to this climate, The architect named 
has supervised the erection of twelve 
or fifteen of these single-story patio 
dwellings, and he claims that this style 
can be advantageously used in houses 
ranging in cost from $3000 to $20,000 and 
upward. The interior finish of the res- 
idence described will be in oak, mahog- 
any, cedar and yellow pine. It will cost 
between $10,000 and $12,000.

Hotel by Westlake Park.

Wonderful Changes That Have Taken 
Place During Past Ten Years—Still 
Greater Improvements Under Way. 
[Saturday Evening Post:] Any one 


absence of eight or ten years, will.be 
astonished at the physical changes. 
They have been so sudden and so vast 
that those who live there onder. But 
if he will put off his visit three years 
more he will be astounded. The New 
York of the nineties will have practi- 
cally disappeared, and upon its site 
will be a city of palaces great and 


did public works. For, within the next 
three years jn the realizing of projects 
already determined, no less than one 
thousand million dollars will be spent 
and an army of 300,000 laborers, most 
of them skilled, will be constantly em- 


In those three years the city govern- 
ment will spend about a quarter of a 
billion upon bridges and docks, 
upon highways and parks, upon schools 
and other public buildings, and water 
supply. Then there are the various 
semi-public enterprises of railway cor- 
porations in tunneling the rivers, in 
tunneling the city itself, and in extend- 
ing and improving existing transporta- 
tion Unes—all this energy directed to- 
ward making New York the most con- 
venient city in the world for the move- 
ments of the population. The several 
boroughs will be closely united, and 
all will be connected with the Jersey 
mainland. In this vast work another 
quarter of a billion and more will be 
spent immediately. Finally, there are 
the private enterprises—a multitude of 
new private palaces, new sky-scrapers, 
new hotels, new apartment houses. 

Upon these private building enter- 
prises more than half a billion will be 
spent in three years, counting in the 
operations now settled. In one small 
square alone—Long Acre—no less than 
twenty millions will be put into a few 
sky-scraper hotels and office Dulldings. 

As the state of the building trades is 
the surest index to fhe general pros- 
perity, because building operations, as 
a rule, mean the investment of surplus, 
the prospect is bright for at least three 
years more of the unprecedented pros- 
perity which has recently been finding 
noisy and offensive expression in 
reckless public and private gambling. 
und almost lunatic squanderings upon 
the most useless and most harmful! of 
luxuries. The half a thousand  mil- 
lions put by private persons and pri- 
vate corporations into buildings means 
another half a thousand millions in 
furnishings. And what does it not 
mean in the way of enormous expendi- 
tures by the tenants of palaces and 
palace apartments, and palace hotels 
and palace office buildings? Apart- 
ments costing twenty-five thousand a 
year for the bare interior will be not 
uncommon; and the builders of one 
new office building are renting the 
first floor for sixty thousand, and the 
second for between thirty and forty 


But it would be a mistake to fancy 
that this new city. or its prosperity, is 
founded upon the quicksands of specu- 
lation and prodigality. New York 
knows very far-sightedly what it is 
doing. when it engages 300,000 laborers 
to work for three years, at wages rang- 
ing from $2 to $6 a day, and averaging 
not far from four and a half 22 
And the bulk of the surplus of these 
wages will appear presently in savings-

Means by Which Defective or Aged 
Animals ate Made to Appear Young, 
and in Good Condition. 
[Tit-Bits:} Perhaps the commonest of 
ali faking, or bishoping, as it * — 
called—a term derived from 
named Bishop, who, during the * 
tained ta- 


maktag 

. in relation to a horse's teeth. 
At full age a horse has forty teeth, and 
not until the fifth year are they ali — 
bie. Six months later the “nippers” or 
front teeth become marked by a natural 
cavity. and it is the presence or absence 
of these marks that certifies the ani- 
mal’s exact age. 

As the horse gets older these marks 
wear away, and it is then that the coper 

or faker sets to work to make fresh 
pf —— as found in a horse of the age 
he wishes to represent. The surface 
of the teeth is cut out with a steel tool, 
and the black lining of the groove, 
which must be vistbie, burnt in with 
nitrate of silver, or some other chem- 
ical. In this way horses which are 
often over eight or nine years of age 
are sold as five-yeur-olds. 

The age of a horse is often increased 

as well as reduced by means of faking 
the teeth. A three-year-old will aften 
be r into a five-yeer-old by 
means of chiseling out the side milk 
_— bor which horses are furnished 
up to year, when they aie 
2 dy the permanent ones. The 
ext on of the former, of course, 
brings on the latter much quicker than 
would be the case in the natural order 
of things, thus making a 2 appear 
much older than it really 

Therea re various — eS how- 
ever, besides the teeth which give 
away the age of a horse, and which 
have to be faked if the anima! is to 
fetch a fair price. In old horses there 
is generally a certain cavity or de- 
pression of the skin in the forehead 
immediately above the eyes. This dis- 
figurement is remedied by a process 
known as “puffing the glims.” A fine- 
pointed blow-pipe is introduced under 
the skin above the eye, through which 
the coper Hlows gently until the deep 
hollow is filled and is replaced a 
perfectly smooth surfac. 

The faking of broken-winded horses 
is an art in itself, so to speak. It is 
generally accomplished by means of 
drugs, arsenic being chiefly used. The 
coper also pays strict attention to such 
an animal's diet previous to a show.

RANCHISE KNOCKED OUT. 

Judge Olin Wellborn, of the United 
States Circuit Court, rendered his de- 
cision yesterday in the so-called 
“freight-carrying franchise” case. The 
circumstances under which the case 
was taken into Judge Weliborn's court 
are still fresh in the public mind. 
Franchises for street railroads covering 
several miles of the city streets were 
advertised by the Council. The terms 
of these propcsed franchises included a 
provision for the carrying of freight, 
and another for the laying of an extra 
rail about one foot outside of each 
track on a number of streets already 
eecupied by double tracks, the extra 
rail being to accommodate standard“. 
gauge trucks, such as are run on steam 
roads. When the sealed bids were 
opened they were found to be as fol- 
lows: One by the Huntington syndi- 
cate (complainants in the case just de- 
cided by Judge Wellborn) offering 828. 
000; one by W. 8. Hook, of the Traction 
Company, of $37,500; one by E. A. Davis 
of $139,000; and one by Ek. Murray of 
$415,000. The Council, as will be re- 
membered, accepted the Murray bid 
and awarded the franchise to that in- 
dividual, allowing him _ twenty-four 
hours, as required by law, to pay over 
the money. When Murray failed to ap- 
pear at the specified time, his bid was 
declared fraudulent. The law provides 
that in case the highest bid be thus 
forfeited, the next highest bidder shall 
de awarded the franchise. This 
course, had it been pursued, would 
have given the franchise to E. A. 
Davia (who acted in behalf of the 
Traction Company.) Although the money 
was tendered to the city, the Davis 
bid was turned down, and the com- 
petitive bidding was reopened. The 
Traction people refuse to bid further, 
claiming the franchise as already 
theirs. The Huntington people raised 
the Davis bid 10 per cent., or to $162,- 
900, and were awarded the franchise on 
that bid, the City Treasurer accepting 
the money and receipting for it. The 
Mayor subsequently vetoed the ordi- 
nunce awarding the franchise to the 
Huntingtons, principally on the ground 
of the obnoxious freight and extra rail 
provisions, and the case went into 
court on complaint of the Huntington 
‘people, the city, the Traction Com- 
pany and the other bidders being made 
co-defendants. 

Judge Wellborn's decision is in effect 
that the Council did not act in con- 
formity to the Broughton law, and 
that therefore no valid franchise was 
granted to any of the applicants. He 
bases his decision almost wholly on this 
ground, and does not review the other 
questions raised. He declares that the 
Council had no power to reopen the 
competitive bidding after having ac- 
cepted the Murray bid, and that the 


The Council had power to 
reject the Davis bid, if that had been 
shown to be fraudulent.

REPARE YOUR BALLOTS! 


The Times ventures once more to 
call the attention of voters to the ne- 
cessity of care in preparing their bal- 
lots that they may not disfranchise 
themselves. A sample ballot has been 
sent to every voter in the county, and 
hence there.will be ample time to give 
it sufficient study and consideration to 
make its casting in accordance with 
the statutes made and provided. To 
the voter who is in doubt about any of 
the several features of the Australian 
ballot we would respectfully suggest 
that he take advice from some one 
who is near at hand between this time 
and Tuesday next. It should be 
clearly borne in mind that the ballots 
must bear no distinguishing marks of 
any charactef, that votes for the sev- 
eral candidates and measures to be 
voted upon must be made only with 
the rubber stamp provided in the vot- 
ing booths, and not with pen or pencil, 
and that the ballot must be properly 
folded. In addition to the ballots 
themselves a card of instructions has 
been sent out with the same, „Which 
gives full and explicit directions how 
they should be prepared, in order to 
pass muster with the election officers, 

It will be observed from these in- 
structions that a very slight error— 
such, for instance, as using the stamp 
twice after the same name—will invall- 
date the ballot. If you don’t have quite 
enough ink on the stamp to make a 
clear mark the first time, don't try 
to use the stamp again, but go out, if 
necessary, and change your ballot for 
a new, clean one. 

These few reml&rks are ventured upon 
for the reason that at every election 
more or less ballots are, of necessity, 
thrown out because of their being im- 
properly marked by the voter. very 
man has a right to cast his vote ud to 
have it counted, and if he will use or- 
dinary intelligence and care in pre- 
paring the same there will be no ques- 
tion about this. in this end of the 
county.

FRAUDULENT HOP LABELS. 


Foreigners Being Imposed on by the 


Change of Marks on Inferior Ameri- 

can Hops. 

(STAPF CORRESPONDENCE oF TITE TIMER.) 

LONDON, Oct. 18.— American 
dea lers will further their own sear a 
in this country if they can put a stop 
to the impositiona which it is alleged 
some of their number are now  prac- 
ticing on their British customers. As it 
is the entire trade is in danger of get- 
ting a bad name here. 

According to Adrian H. Stokes, secre. 
tery of the Hop Trade Association. hops 
bearing false descriptions have been 
coming from America in large quanti- 
ties of late. They have been labelled as 
coming from a district well known for 
producing stock of high quality. while 
they actually have been grown in in- 
ferior soil. The date of the growth ap- 
pears to be also misrepresented and 
the two sins put together amount to a 
felony in the estimation of the ussocia- 
tion. Official marks showtng the true 


Origin of the hop have been removed tn 


the course of transit, and the fictitious 
one substituted. The discovery was 
not made before a wide-awake excise 
officer told a large firm of brewers that 
their beer was degrees below the 
Standard gravity, and that he wanted 
an explanation before he instituted a 
prosecution which might entail heavy 
damages. The brewers in question 
have a reputation which they would 
not care to sacrifice for money, and 
they immediately Summoned ali the ex- 
perts in the establishment to confer 
with them, and after gallons upon Kul- 
lons of beer had been subjected to 
analysis, the trouble was traced to the 
hops. The Hop Trade Association has 
now taken the matter in hand and a 
big reward will be offered for informa- 
tion that will lead to the conviction of 
any one found guilty of the practice of 
removing the official marks referred to. 
The New York Chamber of Commerce 
will be also asked to cooperate with the 
association in its effort to put a stop 
to the practice, which it is anticipated 
would be very prevalent this year in 
consequence of the failure of the hop 


crop in England. “

petroleum made it impracticable to use 
liquid fuel. while the creation of so 
much smoke necessarily denied its 
employment on naval vessels where 
everything must be done that can be 
done to lessen the chance of discovery 
from à distance. 
ON THB CASPIAN SEA. 

The nautical use of liquid fuel dates 
back to 1870 on the Caspian Sea, and 
is hon the common steam producer on 
quite two hundred vessels on that great 
body of fresh water. It was found 
there, by practical experience, that the 
oil had to be sprayed or atomized into 
the furnace, and, in that highly pul- 
verized condition, the particles of oll 
and carbon were so mixed with the air 
that ignition was substantially instan- 
taneous and complete to a degree not 
otherwise obtainable. To do this atom- 
izing, a steam jet was used, and, as it 
was not difficult to obtain an inex- 
haustable supply of fresh water for 
boiler feed, this expenditure of steam 
offered no economical objection. Such, 
however, is not the case on salt water, 
where, after the exhaustion of the 
fresh-water supply in the ship's tanks, 
feed for the boilers éan be had only by 


eveporation or condensation of the salt 


water. This, of course, means so much 
more coal or fuel used, and, incident- 
ally, greatly increases the cost. 

Salt water, as pretty nearly every 
layman knows, if u in the modern 
boiler, would soon clog tubes and pipes 
with an incrustation of talt, which,

SOME RECENT TESTS. 

These figures, while deemed perhaps 
exceptionally good so far as perform- 
ance is concerned, are generally con- 
coded to be within possible attainment 
regularly in the near future. In fact, 
after exhaustive comparative experi- 
ments, Prof. Denton of Stevens Insti- 
tute of Technology, Hoboken, N. J..

The large 
boller was designed without thougt 
to the use of liquid fuel, and the pri- 
mary object was to establish its pos- 
sible fitness for naval work with coal. 
The result of the stenm-producing 
trials with coal was a showing, on a 
average, of eight pounds of wat r 
evaporated for every pound of ca! 
burnt. By the generosity of the 0 
City Boller Works, by whom this ex 
perimental boiler was built and run 
during the coal-burning trials, the same 
apparatus was used for experimenting 
with liquid fuel. The tabular results 
o to show that every pound! eof oll, 
as a rule, when working effic ently, 
gave an average evaporation of twelve 
pounds of weter. This is another veri- 
fication of the hO-per-cent, claim of Sir 
Fortesoue Fiannery. The builer used 
Potoman water, unfiltered,.during tne 
coal and the liquid-fue} trials, and had 


to contend with «a pretty common 
muddy condition. This bears no. 
sonabie comparison with the ‘lean 


water in use on shipboard, and the 
results were undoubtedly qualified ac- 
cordingly. | 
EXPERIMENTS AT WASHINGTON. 

In the experimens at the Washing 
ton navy yard, where the boiler wes 
installed, the oll was sprayed into th: 
furnaces by air instead of steam pre- 
sure, and it Was soon discovered that 
the results were superior to those ob- 
tained where steam atomizing was used, 
The reason for this, as explained in 
the Engineer-in-Chief's report is, that 
the air supplies needed oxygen to in- 
crease combustion, and it Was possible 
in that way to secure a furnace ten- 
perature of 2000 deg. Fahr. Further- 
more, it was found that it is possible to 
force the boiler to higher duty by us- 
ing air than when using steam, and 
it was also discovered that forced 
draught could be worked as efficiently 
with ol] as with coal.

The unequal conflict, which began in 1861, saw the tragic 


of Mexico was entered on the 2ist of June; Vere 
Cruz, the last city held by the Imperialists, surrendered 
on the 4th of July; and the land, so often torn by in- 
ternecine strife, had been restored to its own. 

Hastening the glad event, the ominous shadow of 
Mexico’s “big brother to the northward,” as President 
Diaz calls us of the United States, had been projected 
upon the military and political horizon, to darken the 
invaders’ vision of empire. A formidable and threaten- 
ing United States military force, released from duty in 
the War of the Rebellion, was then stationed in Texas 
under matchless Phil. Sheridan; and Secretary Seward, 
in diplomatic phrase, had repeatedly advised France 
and Austria to “move on; the further presence of thelr 
armies upon Mexican soil was incompatible with the 
Monroe doctrine. And they moved on, embarking their 
troops to return whence they came. 

It must have been an inspiring moment (the scene is 
inadequately depicted in the illustration on the op- 

- posite page) when the gallant Mexican commander en- 
tered the plaza of Puebla to receive the plaudits of his 
victorious troops and hear the salvos of artillery fired 
by them in his honor and in celebration of the notable 
victory won! He had shown himself to be a skillful mil- 
itary leader—brave, alert, tireless, persistent, full of re- 
sources, and possessing the respect and love of his 

men. His poorly-armed, meagerly-few and ill-clothed 
forces had won a signal victory over the picked troops 
of France and the special Austrian contingent of of- 
ficers sent out to serve near the person of Maximilian 
himself. The foreign invaders had lost and the Mexican 
patriots had won the day. It was an important achieve- 
ment in the progress of the war—a red-letter day in the 
@areer of the republican army—and Gen. Diaz, the proud

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SHOPS IN JAPAN. 


NOT NUMEROUS EVEN IN THE GREAT 
CITY OF TOKYO. 
By a Special Contributor. 


O START a Japanese shop is the simplest thing in 
| the world. You take the front off your house and 
arrange your worldly possessions on the floor. Jap- 
anese floors are raised off the street, though nothing is 
raised off them. The transient customer sits on the edge 
of the floor sidesaddle. A real shopper, who means to do 
the thing properly, like a peasant buying jewelry in 
Italy, elimbs up on the floor, which is also the counter, 
and squats on his heels. 

Real Japanese shops don't have doors or windows or 
counters. Shop windows in New York don’t leave much 
wall in a twelve-foot frontage; but even an American 
shop window does not take the whole front of the house.

When you have got as far as explaining what 
you want, he gives orders to attendants, who hiss as if 
they were brushing a horse and trying to keep the hairs 
out of their mouths, while they rub their knees and bob 
their heads. 

Off they go at a run—good servants always run—and 
bring back goods tied up in faded green silk handker- 
chiefs, or green cotton cloths.

Out of an estimated population ot. 1,289,815 men and 
in Chicago, only 204,567 were found in the 
Protestant and Roman Catholic clrurches of the city 
on August 24, an actual count being made in 125 of the 
666 churches, and an estimate formed of the total at- 
tendance by the attendance in those actually investi- 
gated.

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CONGRESS OF SKULLS. 


FOUR THOUSAND CRANIA OBTAINED 
BY UNCLE SAM'S SCIENTISTS. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
ASHINGTON, b. c., Oct. 27.—Four thousand 
human skulls have been acquired by the National 
Museum from the surgeon general of the army. 
They have been placed in the custody of Prof. W. H. 
Holmes, the new director of the Bureau of Ethnology, 
who will have them subjected to a careful study, which 
may teach the world much of value regarding true 
relationship between shapes of our heads and our gen- 
eral characteristics. 

‘The world’s largest and most complete collection of 
crania is embodied in this gigantic stack of bones now 
stored away in Uncle Sam's great wonder house. When 
installed upon their shelves they will form a world’s 
congress of grinning death heads, in which will be rep- 
resented practically every race of the Old World and 
the new. The head bones of ancient Romans, of all 
modern Europeans, of the oriental nations, Africans, 
the ancient mound builders, Indians of North and

South America, and even Oceanicans are gathered to-

The most delicate tests imaginable have been em- 
ployed in the measurement of these skulls. The most 
interesting of these devised by Dr. Washington Mat- 
thews of the regular army, has been applied for ascer- 
taining-the cubical contents. Measurement of the ca- 
pacity of a skull, of course, gives the approximate 
volume of the brain once encased therein, and is, there- 
fore, a most important feature of the work. 


Measuring Brain from Skull. 


To ascertain its cubic contents Dr. Matthews first 
washed each skull carefully, allowing it to dry several 
weeks, or until it weighed the same as before it was 
wet. Then he sprayed it inside with shellac varnish, 
whose volume was measured. The skull was next 
made water tight by filling all artificial holes with 
rubber adhesive plaster. All exterior orifices except the 
round opening for the spinal cord were then closed 
with fresh putty. Thus was obtained a complete cup. 


to a reservoir having a measuring gauge. The water 
was distilled, and so scrupulous was the test that its 
temperature was constantly watched, lest its expansion 
and contraction might cause error. The measurement 
of {ts volume of course gave the exact contents of the 
skull. 

Experiments with a view to establishing a typical 
skull for any race by making composite photographs of 
many specimens representative thereof have also been 
undertaken with these crania. Each sku]! was placed 
upon an adjustable stand behind a screen having cross 
lines coinciding with similar lines cut upon the ground 
glass of a camera set up in front.. Many specimens 
were thus photographed upon the same plate, giving 
interesting results. 3 7 


Classes of Heads. 


The human race is divided by e into three 
classes — broad heads, medium heads and long heads. 
These savants have not yet attempted, however, to take 
into serious account “bumps”—such protuberances, for 
instance, as the phrenologist has dubbed the “bump 
of amativeness’” or the “bump of combativenees.“ 

Broad heads are those whose breadths are about 80 
per cent. of their lengths; medium heads, 75 or 80 per 
cent.; long heads, under 75 per cent.

As “long heads“ he grouped all In- 
diens east of the Rockies, whose ancestors he believed 
to have been the long-headed aborigines of North- 
western Africa and the Canary Islands. But modern 
ethnologists take no stock in this theory. Long, me- 
dium and broad heads are found by them among prac- 
tically all tribes, as among the white Americans. The 
red man's practice of artificially shaping his head to 
suit the fashion standard adopted by his people fooled 
the old-time anthropologists. 

Head binding is discovered to have been practiced 
by the early aborigines of Porto Rico and the other 
West Indies, who were being exterminated by the 
Caribs about the time of the white man’s arrival.

When they replied in the affirmative I then asked 
for the loan of the books and papers, the officials of 
the Columbia University guaranteeing the libraries that 
I would take good care of their precious and rare 
documents. In this way I secured my necessary work- 
ing data. This took, all told, about three years. 


Problems Solved “In the Head.” . 


“But after I had the books, how could I make use of 
them, you will ask. Well, my brothers, and one in 
particular, Addison, were very good to me. I trained 
them how to read mathematics and once every two or 
three days I'd get one of them to read for about five 
minutes to me. If the book were in a foreign tongue, 
as often it was, I had first to translate it. Then I'd tell 
him to stop, after which I'd lock myself in my room, 
and while pacing up and down the floor think over, 
arrange and rearrange hundreds of times, and apply to 
the problems I had in mind the matter that had been 
read to me. Sometimes it would take me a week to 
secure a complete understanding of the few lines that 
I had listened to. After I had grasped it all I would 
have Addison read another short passage, and once 
more I'd lock myself up and think. In this way I 
worked out my first book and my second, except that, 
in the case of the latter, I did not have to look up ma- 
terial, for I had all that I needed in my first work. 

Mr. Carll paused and pointed to his sightless eyes. 
“Of course, they kept me from using pen and paper 
in my tasks,” he said, “so I had to carry every intri- 
cate problem—and there are hundreds of them in my 
mind. One problem I turned over in my heed for three 
years before I wrote it down in the point cyrstem. It 
covers pages upon pages in my first book, but as I 
solved it step by.step, my memory stored it away to 
bring it forth in all its completeness when at last I had 
the answer and was ready to write it all down. And 
I believe that, if all the copies of this book and the 
plates and manuscript were to be destroyed; I could) 
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produce the book again by calling my memory into 
service. Once these problems get into my head they 
seem to stay there in all their minute details. 

Un such manner I produced the copy for both my 
books. As the point system of writing is based on 
punctures in paper made by a stylus and are similar 
to holes made by a pin point in paper, you can readily 
see how long I was about the task, especially when you 
bear in mind that I had to create in this writing all the 
many different characters used in the Variations. 


The Slate for the Blind Used. an 


“Of course, after I had written down the problems 
some one had to transcribe them in ordinary writing. 
My brother Addison wrote the first book for me, my 
wife has just finished this task with the second. When 
the proofs of my first book came, Addison read them 
to me and made the corrections that I ordered. Only 
a half dozen mistakes have been found in the book in 
all these years, and these are misspelled words. 

“In addition to my memory I have had recourse to the 
slate for the blind. 

“This slate is a square board cut up into little sunken 
Squares and into which are placed type-like affairs that 
represent certain figures. For instance, the numerals 
are made almost wholly by the use of the letters T and 
V. In its proper position, T represents the numeral 
one. Turned on its side and with the cross line to the 
left it is two. With the cross line down it is three, 
and with the cross line to the right it is four. V in 
its natural position is five; with the opéning to the left 
it is six; with the opening down, seven; and with the 
opening to the right, eight. L represents nine, and a 
blank type naught. There are also characters for sim- 
ple algebra, but none higher. Therefore, I have had 
to develop a system of my own, using the regular and 
few types employed by the blind, for I could get no 
one to cast me the various queer characters that I 
needed. This system is often complex, owing to the 
fact that I have had to employ all the myriad charac- 
ters known to algebra, geometry, trigonometry and 
calculus, which last branch includes Greek alphabetical 
characters— Here again in my work memory plays a 
large part, for it would never do to forget the scores 
of names I have given the ordinary types and the uses 
to which I have put them.

“But don't envy me my memory,” he said, laughinly. 
“I fear that, for many ordinary uses, it isn’t much good. 
Why, do you know that it’s a fact that I cannot do 
simple problems in addition, subtraction, multiplication 
and division in my head? When I want to figure up 
my iiving expenses, for instance, I am compelled to 
seek aid of my slate. Strange, isn’t it? 

Neither am I a lightning calculator, as you might 
be led to think from my mathematical reputation. I 
work with painstaking slowness from sheer inability 
to grasp things mathematical quickly. 1 do believe 
that my brain, when it is wrestling with figures, moves 
as slowly as that of a boy just beginning to learn the 
significance of the multiplication table.” 

Mr. Carll is going to call his new book After- 
thoughts on Calculus of Variations.” These “After- 
thoughts” deal with the most formidable problems 
known in mathematics, which also have a formidable 
sounding name—isop2rimetrical problems. Robbed of 
technical language, they are problems that have to do 
with equal perimeters, but. what they have to do 
with equal perimeters deponent knoweth not, though 
he listened attentively to a detailed and simplified ex- 
planation by Mr. Carll. — 

Although Mr. Carll gained immediate fame after his 
first book appeared, he is known personally to very few 
of the mathematicians. The absence of sight has kept 
him from attending the gatherings of the learned men 
of figures, but it has not prevented him from instruct- 
ing eminent scholars by mail. Prof. Simon Newcomb, 
the famous scientist and astronomer, is representative 
of the men who have sat at Mr. Carll’s feet. 


A Lecture to Columbia Professors. 


Mr. Carll is a fellow at Columbia University. His 
friend, Mayor Low, with whom, during college days, 
he was wont to sojourn at Fritz’s, a one-time famous 
resort of Columbia students, secured Mr. Carll the fel- 
lowship in recognition of his work. Every year he de- 
livers a course of lectures at the university tothe mathe- 
matical professors, among whom are such leaders in the 
educational world as Dr: Thomas Fisk and Put. J. H. 
Van Amringe, head of the mathematical department 
The late Prof. William G. Peck of Columbia, who made 
a big name in the college world by compiling that 
stupendous mathematical work, Davies“ Legendre,” 
often consulted Mr. Caril. ; 

Mr. Carll is slight in stature and build, well 
and remarkably free of the nervousness usually ex- 
hibited by close students. When he stated that he was 
in his sixtieth year, he added, rather pathetically: 


so much that I am blind as that I've forgotten nearly 
all I ever knew of my Latin and Greek.”

{Philadelphia Record:] A Superintendent of Schoois 


enough for children 6 years of age and under. Four 
hours a day in school is a great deal more than is good 
for childen of that age. In the primary departments of 
the public schools the instruction is not after the maa- 
ner of the kindergartens. The children are required te 
make a distinct mental effort in circumstances wh:ch are 
unfavorable to their mental growth. Discipline even in 
the primary department continues to be a fetich, and the 
ideal teacher is one who can prevent the restless little 
ones from-moving in their seats, whispering and allow- 
ing their attention to wander. A child of 6 is still a good 
deal of an infant, and has the infant's impatience of 
restraint. 

Even when the primary pupil is interested in the in- 
struction (which is rarely the case in the public schoois) 
four hours of confinement, including the brief and too 
infrequent recesses, is enough to dwarf its intellect. 
When it is necessary to force its attention to the les- 
sons, which are forbidden in the manner of teaching, the 
four-hour session is equal to eight hours of severe mental 
application by an adult. That is, it is exhausting. Per- 
sons who have made a study of children lean to the idea 
that their tender brains are best served by very brief 
pericds of instruction with long intervals of play. The 
little brain is usually busy enough in acquiring the 
education of circumstances or in appropriating the ine 
formation which it meets in its every waking moment.

THE “PALACE” OF CORTEZ. 


THE CONQUEROR AND HIS TLASCALAN 
ARMY. 


From a Regular C orrespondent. 


OYO-HUA-CAN is a pivotal point in American his- 
tory. From the rude palace chambers of Cortez, 
the first building erected by white men the en- 
tire American continent, emanated a system colonial 
laws that for centuries obtained in all the vast extent 
of territory from California to the Mississippi, and 
from the Rio Grande to the heel of South America, the 
matchless yet ephemeral empire of Carlos V. Prior to 
the California Cession and the Louisiana Purchase, the

The carbonic acid leaves the sal-soda and 
unites with the lime to form a useless and insoluble 
precipitate, known as carbonate of lime, while the 
boracic acid and soda combine to form borate of soda, 
the compound sought.

HYSICAL culture is more than the busy office 
. man’s substitute for manual labor. Manual labor, 
like everything else in the field of human endeavor, is 
go specialized in these modern days that the workman 
develops only one set of muscles—those needed in his 
task of ditch digging, or whatever he may be engaged 
in doing. 
Even these muscles are not developed properly. by 
manual labor. Notice the laborer digging in the street. 
‘When he throws a shovel of dirt into a cart, he 
not so much by the use of the muscles of his arms, as 
by the characteristic “laborer’s swing” that he gives 
his whole body. It is this swing that makes the Italian 
laborer bony, for it interferes with the proper develop-

It has excellent stores, but they are filled with French, 
English, German and Belgian goods, and the chief Amer- 
lean products to be seen are California fruits, Chicago 
bacon, typewriters and sewing machines. And still the 
American shoe would walk rapidly into the hearts of the 
better classes, and our ice-cream soda would soon make 
tts way into the affections of the Lyonnese maidens. |!

Openings for American Drugs. ; 


We should have a good trade here in American drugs. 
We ship many to England, but none to speak of to 
France. The French drugs are poor. They are made 
by the natives of diluted extracts and adulterated solids. 
You have to take doses the size of horse powders to ac- 
complish the desired result, and the medicines, 4s a 
rule, are put up on the homeopathic plan. Our Consul 
at Lyons recently sent out for a dozen two-grain quinine 
pills, representing the word grain by the letters r. 
The druggist interpreted this to mean gram, and the re- 
sult was that the dose taken was biz enough to kill an 
ordinary man. The quinine was so weak, however, that 
it only made a buzzing in the Consul's ears. He com- 
plained to the druggist and tried to have him intro- 
duce American specialties, but so far has only succeeded 
as to porous plasters. The druggist says that chemical 
products will not stand the voyage across the Atlantic, 
and he intimated that the French goods surpass the 
American.

I find Deering harvesters and McCormick reapers 
largely used in the Rhone Valley, and think there should 
be a big opening here for American plows and other 
farm implements. Mr. Antrist, one of the Deering rep- 
fesentatives at Paris, tells me that the farm” laborers 
are gradually going to the cities. They are working in 
the factories, and the result is that machinery must 
take their place. This is so not only in France, but in 
all parts of the continent, and, as a result, there is an 
increased demand for agricultural tools. Every manu- 


The recent trouble between labor and capital in the 
great coal strke leads me to write of the workingmen’s 
Organizations in the Rhone Valley. This city of Lyons 
has numerous trades unions. Every now and then there 
is a strike, but the men still work long hours and for 
small pay. They have, however, some very good insti- 
tutions, and among them are the workmen's aid so- 
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ized by the different railroad companies and other large 
eOrporations for their employés. It is wonderful how 
the money grows out of these smal] savings. Two cents 
a day laid aside for sixteen years gives an income of 
about $2.50 a month from that time on, and more pro- 
duces money in the same proportion. 

The government is so organized that such societies can 
be formed in any community. Deposits can be made 
wherever there is a postoffice. The smallest deposit is 
a franc, or 20 cents, but postage stamps are accepted 
and many poor people buy savings stamps and paste 
away a cent at a time until they can make up the de- 
posit for a month. |

The postal savings banks of France have deposits 
amounting to more than $500,000,000, and their receipts, 
including the interest, amount to more than $150,000,000 
a year. There are now about three and a half million 
postal savings bank depositors, and these include all 
classes of people and persons of all ages. There are al- 
most as many women as men among the depositors, and 
also 200,000 Fench children. Many of the depositors are 
farm hands and tens of thousands of them are employés 
in the mills and factories. 

About thirty-five thousand school children have such 
accounts and they are encouraged by the teachers to 
open them. In every common school a child can deposit 
with the teacher amounts of 1 cent and upward, and the 
agent of the postal savings banks comes around once 
a month and collects the savings. When the child makes 
its first deposit it gets a bank book, and when its de- 
posits have reached a franc, or 20 cents, it is supplied 

in 


with a bigger one. | 
Parents often lay aside money in these banks for their 
children, so that they can have a capital with which to 
begin life when they reach manhood or womanhood. 
Mothers lay aside money for their daughters’ doweries, 
and girls thus save for their wedding trousseaus. _ 
The most of such savings is invested by the govern- 
ment in bonds and mortgages. The government pays an 
interes of 2% per cent. on the deposits, but no account 
is allowed to run over $400, after which the depositor 


Like Bayard Tay-| can, if he wishes, draw out the money and start again. 


The government officials give depositors advice as to in- 
vestments, and especially so when the goyernment or 
the municipalities are about to issué loans. Such loans 
are made in bonds of low denomination and the result is 
that almost every family in France is a bond-holder. 
‘Every man, woman and child who is interested in such 
bonds or in the governmeta savings banks feels that he 
is a part of the government, and is consequently a

STRANGE AND HARSH CONDITIONS OF LIFE 


WHICH RENDER PEACE IMPOSSIBLE. 


{An Eastern Traveler, in London Express:] Macedonia 
is a country in some ways comparable with that corner 
of territory described by Mr. Kipling in his delightful 
story, “The Man Who Would be King.” 3 

Like that region, it is most “mountainous,” and is in- 
habited by numerous tribelets, or families, whose hands, 
even in the most piping times of peace, are constantly 
against one another. Its people are drawn from the most 
mixed and varied denominations of Moslems and of 
Christians—mixed in the sense that in many cases, as in 
Crete, members of the Game race, almost of the 
same family, are frequently equally divided between the 
two creeds. 

Before the Russo-Turkish War there was considerable 
influx into Macedonia from Bulgaria of Christian Bul- 
gars, who fied across the border, to find in Macedonia, 
where then, as now, the Christian element largely pre- 
ponderated, a relative immunity from persecution. 

Then, again, after the war, very many Pomak (Moslem 
Bulgarian) families, who during the early years of the 
new principality suffered most terribly at the hands of 
the emancipated Christians, sought refuge in what still 
remained Turkish territory. At the present day the 
population of Macedonia is composed, in addition to 
these Moslem and Christian Bulgars, of Greeks. Alban- 
jans (both Christian and Moslem,) a certain number of 
Circassians, and in Salonika (which is almost entirely 
Jewish) and in one or two other of the large towns a con- 
siderable sprinkling of Jews. , 


Serfs of the Sultan. 


There is, however, this solidarity among the non-Mos- 
lem peoples—that they are all “Rayah,”’ i. e., serfs of the 
Sultan. The term is admittedly insulting, but it is uni- 
versally applied by Turks to the non-Moslem subjects of 
the empire. Ever since the war which freed the Bul- 
garian provinces the Christian peoples of Macedonia, as 
was the case with the Armenian populations of the high- 
lands of Asia Minor, have been treated by the Sultan’s 

agents with constantly-increasing harshness and se- 
verity. 

I will not go so far as to say that the vigorous meas- 

ures employed against them have been from the first 
directly inspired from Yildiz, as was unquestionably the 
case withthe Armenians. But there is no doubt that 
the intense bitterness roused in the breast of the Sultan 
by the lopping off of the largest and richest portion of 
his European possessions at the very outset of his rule 
has caused the constantly-reiterated laments and outcry 
and petitions for redress which have for many years con. 
tinually emanated from Macedonia, only to be re- 
garded hy His Majesty as unworthy of attention. 

The whole policy of the palace toward the Macedonians 
has been “keep them down.” To every appeal for a 
lightening of their burdens the one Turkish word, gas- 
ak (“it is forbidden”) has been the invariable reply, 
and immediately following on the reply there has ensued 
a perceptible tightening of the screw.

Official Extortion. 


It must not be supposed that the Moslem does not 
himself suffer at the hands of the local administrator. He 
does, for with almost imperceptible exceptions the pro- 
vincial Turkish official is venal and extortionate, a 
farmer of taxes, and influenced by deep potations of 
wine. | 
But though he extorts his ill-gotten gains from both 
Moslem and Rayah, he is sedulous to make his exactions 
from the Rayah infinitely heavier than from the Turk. 
Nor has he any concern as to the means adopted by the 
latter for acquitting himself of the burden imposed on 
him. In other words, though the Moslem can obtain re- 
dress against his Christian neighbor, the latter, if ap- 
pealing to the higher authorities, who are in all cases 
Moslem, has not only no chance of success, but is liable 
to punishment for his temerity in a term of im prison- 
ment varying at the will of the judge from five to one 
hundred and one years. 


Admirable on Paper. 


as to render it imperative that the Turkish members of 
the local governing body should be in the minority. In 
this case the Moslems suffer just as much as, if not more 
than, the Christians elsewhere. ‘ 

It is to this cause more than any other that the des- 
perate feuds of which we so constantly hear are at- 
tributable. It is not really racial, it is not really re- 
ligious, it is due simply to the struggle for life under 
constantly unequal conditions. 

And so long as Macedonia remains under Turkish rule 
there can never be peace amid its peoples. 

The laws of Turkey, let it be fully understood, are in 
every way admirable—on paper. Certainly, in so far as 
regards the treatment of the Christian, there is no sort 
of reason for altering them. As an instance, indeed, of 
the minute care with which even the sentimental feel- 
ings of the Christian are considered—on paper—it may, 
be said that the use of the term, “Giaour” (Kar, or, 
idolater,) to a non-Moslem is punishable by a severe 
penalty. But it is wholly idle to expect that the Chris- 
tians of Turkey will ever benefit by the admirabié 
written code of the country. 

Even where there are no Panslavist societies, no Mace- 
donian Committee, no associations with their centers in 
Bulgaria and in Greece, and with ramifications in every, 
little scattered community of heated minds throughout 
the mountains, there would still be in the heart of every: 


yearning for freedom from Turkish control. 
Apart from the question of oppression, the proximity, 
of Greece has no small share in this universal aspiration. 
Christians have lived, and do live (let us leave aside 
the question of their sufferings,) under Turkish rule. 
The Turk, as we have had ample proof, cannot, and 
will not, exist under the rule of those whom he formerty, 
as inferiors. Call it pride, call it religious 
fanaticism if you will, or éven allow that the new-born 
arrogance of the emancipated Rayah makes life for the 
Turk impossible—the result has ever been the same. 


The inference is so obvious as to need no further com- 
mentary. 

Ever since the Greco-Turkish War (1897) Turkey has 
maintained a huge army of troops in Macedonia—it has 
never at any time numbered less than 120,000 men— 
and, as is customary with these Turkish armies of oc- 
cupation, the country, at no time any too rich, has had 
perforce to feed these alien mouths. 

The Macedonian peoples have been constrained, more- 
over, to supply their Turkish uninvited guests with both 
pocket money and tobacco. For in the case of all 
hapless Turkish legions, out of sight spells at the Seras- 
kierat out of mind. Why, indeed, should the War Office 
be troubled to pay the arrears of its troops when they, 
have a whole population to live on? At the time of thé 
late war the plans of the Bulgar-Macedonian agitators 
for liberty were in so far immature that the burdens, 
though heavy, of the Christian communities still per- 
mitted them to keep body and soul together. Of late, 
since the numbers of Turkish troops have been grad- 
ually“ increased, this has become a matter of impos- 
sibility. 

Whether at the present time the friends of Macedonia 
have decided that the position is so intolerable and the 
moment for final intervention has arrived will very soon 
be shown. This much is in any case certain, that the 
presence in Macedonia of 300,000 Turkish troops will, so 
far from making for the pacification of the country, only 
serve to bring the final solution a step nearer.

SHOPPING AND OTHER INCIDENTS OF 
LIFE IN THE ORIENT. 


From the London Post. 


HE European, who prides himself on his practical- 
T* looks down on the merchant's calling, though 

it is surely the most practical of all. The Oriental, 
on the other hand, who is supposed to be the most 
romantic of mortals, holds it in high esteem. In the 
West, if we except the United States, it carries with it 
a sense of social inferiority. In the East, no matter 
whither we may roam, it is regarded as second to none. 
Therefore the Oriental, if he is less practical in that he 
is slow to adopt the time-saving methods of his western 
brother, is far more logical in paying every respect to 
the calling which is the chief factor in the welfare of 
nations. Moreover, the Oriental’s attitude toward trav- 
eling proves him to be far more practical than he is 
generally believed to be. As a general rule he takes to 
roving, either to lay up for himself treasures in heaven 
by visiting holy places, or to better his condition in life 
by trading in foreign parts. If he is a pilgrim he com- 
bines the spiritual and the wordiy aims above mentioned, 
strong in the Prophet's assurance that it shall be no 
crime in him if he seek an increase from his Lord dur- 
ing his pilgrimage. The consequence is that Mecca is 
turned every year into a bustling fair, an exchange and 
mart where eastern commodities of every description 
can be purchased in cash or in kind. This b ing under- 
stood, I will ask the reader to accompany my guide and 


myself on our shopping tour of the Meccan bazaars, for 
I must not forget, as a true pilgrim, to buy a soughat 


or present for each of the friends I have left behind me. 
Oriental Shopping. 


“Y4-Moulai,” said my guide, “let me advise you to 
grease your tongue with honey before we go, that the 
shopkeepers may respond to the compliments you must 
pay them by lowering their prices. I notice that you 
have a smile on your lips. Y4-Allah! do you wish to 
return with an empty purse? Press your lips together, 
affect a poverty-stricken demeanor, otherwise you will 
be fleeced not only by the traders, but also by every 
beggar in Mecca, more particularly by those who lie in 
wait for the generous-hearted round about the Harem. 
On entering each shop you must cough as hard as you 
ean, though you tear your chest in pieces; then the shop- 
keeper will be compassionate in the matter of charges. 
Another counsel I would offer you is this. Let us sup- 
pose you want to buy a knife. The first thing you must 
do is to ask the cutler for a sword, then for a dagger. 
then for a pair of scissors, and, after refusing all of 
these things with a sneer, you must command him to 
show you a knife in a voice toned to insinuate that the 
purchasing of that article is an act of generosity on your 
part, a magnanimous recompense to him for his trouble. 
For the Orientals, though they are often crafty and be- 
tray a suspicious conscience, are, H you treat them as 
they expect to be treated, of a chilklike simplicity. So 
cast off your sandals that you may acquire the reputa- 
tion of a saint and thus be treated fairly in the bazaars. 
Believe me, Y4-Moulai, if you follow these in:tructions,

The Various Bazaars. 


The city of Mecca is divided into two parts. ) 
the upper quarters are called Mala, as nag * 
lower ones, which are known by the name of Mistal. 
The shops are very similar to those at Jiddah, most of 
them reminding me of English mouse traps; but in the 
street that bears the name of ,Mossaa, which is the broad- 
est and most picturesque thoroughfare, they occupy, I 
may say, the ground floor of the houses on both sides 
presenting to the passers-by such a wealth of Oriental 
goods as I for one had not seen before. Some of the 
shopkeepers burned frankincense and aloe wood on pur- 
pose to attract purchasers—an artifice as guileless in ap- 
pearance to the scent-loving Oriental and as effective 
in its result on him as is to the mice the baiting of the 
traps to which I have compared the shops of an eastern 
bazaar. The word “bazaar” is Persian, its Arabic equiv- 
alent being Sugh, and a whole cuarter is sometimes 


> 


called after its neighboring market, as is the case, for 


instance, with the quarter called Sughé-Seghir. To the 
north of Mossaa street is situated the Soueygha bazaar, 
where gocds (especially the be!ongings cf dead pilgrims) 
are sold by auction twice a day, in the morning and in 
the evening. and there also slaves are exhibited and 
knocked down to the highest bidder. The Sy-ian bazaar 
or Sughé-Shami, is to be found to the east of this slave 
market; the armorers display their weapons in the 
Sughé-Geshatshi near the Platform of Purity, whence 
the Sughé-Lail, or Night bazaar, is within easy reach; 
while further to the east, below the skirts cf Mount. Abu 
Ghobais, in a market named Moamij, pottery of any de- 
scription can be bought by the pilgrims as receptacles 
for the curative water of Zem Zem. In a square to the 
east of this bazaar camels and sheep are sold, and fruit 
stalls are kept by Bedouins; and from thence cne passes 
to the blacksmiths’ shops or Sugh‘4-Ha<dadin. 

The pilgrim who would purchase shots or sandals 
must seck the upper quarters of the town, and there, 
in the north of Mala, he will find what he wants in 
abundance, as well as many prcvivion stores which serve 
to replenish the supplics of the yearly ca avans: for the

and Cairo. lu the same quarter, still to the north, is nor walked, to my certain knowledges, 
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the meat market, most of the butchers being Bedouin 
Arabs who keep special flocks of sheep and camels for 
Slaughter and for sale. From this bazaar the way lies 
through some extremely narrow and dirty lanes to the 
Zokaké-Seni or Chinese market, where gold and silver 
vessels and jewelry are sold by the Mohammedans of 
the Celestial empire. Thence to the northeast are sit- 
uated the dyers’ shops, which go by the name of Sughé- 
Sabbaghin. The manufacture of indigo dye, which is 
much used in Arabia, is very interesting. First the 
small leaves are dried in the sun, then they are pow- 
dered and put into earthenware jars filled with water, 
where they remain over night. Next morning the leaves 
are stirred thoroughly until a dark-blue froth is pro- 
duced in the water, after which they are left to settle. 
When the indigo is taken from the bottom it is spread 
on cloths to drain, and is then mixed with dates and 
saltpeter. The method of calendering the garments 
dyed with indigo consists in beating them on stones 
with wooden hammers, which is generally done to the 
accompaniment of a song. 


The Patient Scribe. 


_“Bismi'l4hi'r-Rahm4ni’r-Rahim!” With those words 
on our lips we entered the vazaar to the north of the 
Harem. What first struck my attention was a man sit- 
ting on a rug with a small wooden frame in front of him, 
a round blue tile by his side, a reed pen in his right 
hand, and a few sheets of paper in his left. He was an 
Arab scribe, and around him were gathered a crowd of 
illiterate pilgrims, aM waiting to get their letters writ- 
ten by him. The first to go forward was an Afghan in 
ihrim. He had muscular limbs and a fierce scowling 
face. Said he: “Write me a letter to my brother; he ‘s 
in and lives at Sakhir.“ The scribe, who was sitting 
on his hips, cocked up his right leg ever o slightly so 
as to form a sort of table, and-asked the Afghan what 
be was to say, “By God!” exclaimed the native of 
Sakhir, I expect you to provide something more than 
the paper and the penmanship. You supply the words 
as well. What! you know not what to write? Have I 
not said that my brother is sick and like to die? Teil 
him that I will bring him a bottle of Zem-Zem water— 
that will cure him, if it please Allah—and a winding 
sheet that has been dipped therein, which will be useful 
if he die—God forbid!” Here my guide stepped to the 
front, saying, “From the Percussion of the Grave and 
from the Interrogation of the Grave may God the mer- 
ciful and clement deliver him!” A bright smile flashed 
over the Afghan’s face: “May your kindness increase!” 
said he. Meanwhile. the scribe dipped his pen in the 
silk threads on the blue tile which served the purpose 
of an inkstand. These threads were soaked in soot and 
water, and it took about three dips to write a single 
word. Every now and then he would raise the paper 
to the left side of his face and look at it slantingly out 
of the corner of his eye. If a word did not please him 
he would rub it out by moistening his forefinger and 
dabbing it half a dozen times on the word, for the ink 
left no permanent trace on the paper, but came off in 
layers when rubbed with the wet finger. The lines of 
the letter were wide apart, and an ample margin was 
left on both sides. When the bottom of the page was 
reached the seribe filled the margins length wise, and 
then fell to writing between the lines. I could not help 
thinking that the sick Sakhiri would find it easier to 
answer the interrogations of Munkar and Nakir, those 
dread inquisitors of the grave, than to read the letter 
from Mecca, which struck me as being almost as diffi- 
cult to decipher as a Chinese poem. When the last word 
was written the Afghan took out his purse, to the strings 
of which was tied a round seal of brass whereon his 
name was engraved. Having unfastened the seal he 
handed it to the seribe. It amused me to see that the 
purse was withheld by the canny Afghan, who obviously 
had no intention of losing over the transaction more 
than be had bargained for. 3 


Treasured Possessions. 


All Orientals, particularly the Persians, lay great store 
by their seals. Those of the lower classes are generally 
round and made of brass, and are either fastened to 
their purse strings or left dangling by their waistbands. 
The mull4s have a preference for square seals of cor- 
nelian set in base silver, as approved by the Prophet; 


while the high officials “gratify the pride of irresponsi- 


bility,” or the instincts of taste in the matter, some 
choosing gold seals ornamented with diamonds, and 
others turquoise seals decorated with pearls or with 
rubies. Sometimes a line of poetry is engraved on the 
seal as well as the owner’s name. I knew a pious Shi’ah 
whose seal bore this inscription: “The slave of the 
King of this country, Imam Ali,“ only the last word, 


of course, being his own name. Orieftal damsels ply 


their skillful fiugers in making embroidered seal bands 
for the lovers of their parents’ choice, and I saw once 
a specimen of this graceful art, woven in a m st intricate 
pattern with threads of gold and silver, which it had 
taken a whole year’s labor to fashion. Later, on our 
journey through the bazaars we chanced to sce a Persian 
hakkäk, or seal meaker, at work. The cornelian he was 
carving was fixed in tar on the small board in front of 
him. The deft way in which he wielded his small ham 
mer was the resuit of a steady hand and an unerring 
eye, gilts for which the Persians are justly famous. The 
motto was intended to commemorate his pilgrimage to 
the Mother of Cities, and ran as follows: “Sadik, the 
least of Hajis and the slave of God, in the city of God!”

By this time the sun has risen high in the heaven,

The corpses, four victims of the insanitary conditions = 
of the city, were being borne from the Harem to the 
graveyard on rough serirs, or wooden biers peculiar to 
Mecca. When the procession had passed by I entered 
one of the shops and bought a couple of tin bottles, each 
of which would hold about two pints of Zem Zem water. It 
is not customary to bargain over the purchasing of these 
articles since they are meant to contain the water of the 
sacred spring. 3 

Acroes the way, in a shop full of musty manuseripts 
of questionable antiquity, | chanced on a veritable treas- 
ure. This was an exquisite copy of the Kurän in the 
old Kufi writing. It was plain that the bookseller had no 
conception of its value, for when | asked him the price 
of it he said, “Give whatever you like, and I will be con- 
tent to part with it. We must not attempt to make @ 
profit out of the Word of God, though it were well tha 
we should seek to profit by its lessons.” 

The Mohammedans are not supposed “to sell” the 
Kuran like any other book; a “hedieh,” or present“ 
goes to defray the cost of production. I offered .@ 
“hedieh” of a Turkish pound, not so much as dream- 
ing that the bid would be accepted; but to my intense 
delight the shopkeeper, having raised the book to his 
lips, and from the lips to his eyes, and from the eyes to = 
his forehead, handed it to me, saying, “This is the 
Word of Allah; 1 give it to you, earnestly begging you 
to pray for me when you read it!” 

I certainly prayed for him five times that day out of 
a grateful heart, and I made a point of doing so until, 
on my return from Mina, just before I embarked on my 
homeward voyage, I looked for the precious Book only 
to find it gone, along with several other valuable pure 
chases. . 


Sheykhs of a Fighting Clan. 


Soon after leaving the bookseller’s, being in need of 
rest and refreshment, we entered a coffee-house which 
was literally filled with pilgrims in ihram, and of every 
nationality in the East. ConSpicuous in flowing adds 
with white and yellow stripes were two Sheykhs, ho 
were sitting on stools at a low table, and with them I 
entered into conversation, offering them a cup of cottes 
each. The elder, a man of about forty-five, belonged 
to the tribe of Beni Sobh, while his companion, whe 
was many years younger, owed allegiance to the tribe 
of Out: consequently, both of them were members of 
the fighting clan of Harb Bedouins, who either live in 
tents about two stages from Mecca, on the road to 
Medina, or reside, if they are settled Arabs, in the towns 
of Rabegh, Safra and Fara.

The rest of the furniture 
consists of a square piano and a music stand, a small 
table, a low bookcase, an upholstered rocking chair, and 
a red velvet upholstered chair, a small sofa in a lighter 
red, a cane rocking chair and a wicker chair; also a 
small stand with a fern and a piano lamp with a red 
shade. The carpet is a Brussels, with a brown and red 
pattern. There are three doors; we wish to have the 
room painted. What color would you suggest, and how 
shall I arrange the furniture? The second room has 
yellow paper and the carpet is green and red. It has 
for furniture a dark walnut bedstead, a bookcase and 
writing desk combined, made of redwood, 
a chiffonier of redwood with mirror over 


It., The room faces southeast and has two windows 


and two doors. The windows have long white muslin 
eurtains. Can you help me in arranging the furniture 
n this room so as to make it look large and pleasant.” 
You ask for a color scheme for your parlor and 3 
eetter arrangement of furniture.

To Obtain an Effect of Coolness. 


E. H., CAL, writes: Will you kindly help me out 

in regard to papering and curtaining my house? 
Inclosed find plans of rooms. I wish your help. Tue 
climate is warm and dry. I wish to furnish to look cool, 


The parlor woodwork is stained quite dark and I am at 


a loss to know whether to paint it white or dark. The 
walls must be papered in this as well as bedroom back 
of parlor, which has same kind of woodwork. The din- 
ing-room and sewing-room will be finished in white 
pine varnished. I think of having these walls tinted. 
I have no curtains for parlor or bedrooms. What shall 
I get for portiere to hang between parlor and dining- 
room? I have couch covered in dark green for parlor; 
I should like plain paper for parlor and bedroom. I 
have only about $100 to furnish these rooms with, so 
cannot afford anything expensive.” : 

Except for the fact that you wish to use plain paper 
on the walls of parlor and bedroom I would advise you 
to get a simple and inexpensive paper having green 
vines or foliage on a cream ground. If you would use 
this up to the picture mold and above that and over 
ceiling either paper or tint in a clean, cool shade of 
green, your couch would fit most charmingly into the 
room. The color of your sample is a good green, and 
if you have plain walls or figured, you should keep to 
some tone of this green. You may be able to find a 
cartridge or ingrain paper in plain green which would 
strike a medium shade of that in couch. I call it a cool 
green because it has no yellow in it. If you have these 
green walls have ceiling and freise in plain cream color. 
Use green and white cotton hangings at your windows 


We plain walls I would suggest mulberry red with a

effect I am sure. All of this will go well with your 
Bruesels carpet in red and brown. Draw your furniture, 
most of it, out into the room away from the walls, and 
group it prettily and cozily. You can, for instance, set 
your cane rocking chair and red velvet chair on each 
side of your small stand with the fern. Throw a piece 
of softly toned old brocade over the top of your piano 
and set it diagonally across one corner of your room 


(so that the performer will face the room.) A scarf of 


Chinese or Japanese embroidery will also look well as 
a piano cover. Set your small table near one end of 
your Davenport. If you have a lamp and books on it, 
it will add to the coziness of effect, or if you choose to 


- decorate this table with a vase of flowers and small ar- 


ticles of bric-a-brac it will yet look prettier if drawn 
up near a seat than set stiffly alone in the center of the 
room. Your bedroom also seems te me to need warming 


up with bright flowered hangings. As you have yellow 


paper on the walls you could use long curtains (over 
your white muslin ones,) of yellow flowered cotton; sash 
curtains (if you need them,) of yellow silk hung next the 
lewer glass will emphasize your scheme. If the flowers 


in your stuff have brown foliage use at your door a 


curtain of brown cut velour. You can get a very hand- 
some variety for $2 per yard, fifty inches wide, and line 
it with yellow lining sateen the exact yellow of the 
flowers in cotton stuff.

Your woodwork will be most effective painted 
black, and need give you no uneasiness on account of 
dust. I have used it satisfactorily for years in a dusty 
country. A bedroom in green and white can always be 
made dainty and pretty. if sheer white muslin is used at 
the windows and white dimity on the bed for valance 
and spread. A white dimity dressing table with deco- 
rations of green ribbons is always attractive. Your 
dining-room in soft shades of dull blue would open well 
from this green. Hangings at the windows in here 
would be good of blue and white figured stuff, either 
Japanese cotton crepe or other cottons. Your walls in 
plain soft blue with cream ceiling. If you use the crepe 
you will not need under curtains of white, as they should, 
when finished, fall straight to the sill, with a two-inch 
hem and be frilled with a casing at top, on to a small 
brass rod. If on the other hand you hang blue and 
white-flowered cotton here, you should have white mus- 
lin, either dotted or plain underneath. An extremely 
pretty way to dress a window is to frill and tie back the 
white curtains which are hung next to, and rather close 
to the glass. Then let the heavier flowered curtains 
hang in straight over scarfs on either side. If one does 
not wish to go to the expense and trouble of using two 
rods it is a simple matter to hang the inner curtains 
with a casing as advised and then tack the other: cur- 
tain firmly on the outside of this, catching it in little 
folds or gatuers at the top.

7 Timber Trades Journal for July 12 gives the 
1 following translation of the history of a walnut 
log just received at Liverpool from Italy: _ 

“Referring to the log of walnut you have (sic) pur- 
chased from my brother, Anthony, last year, he got it 
from my deceased father, John Bapt st, on April 24, 1892. 
My father got it on February 20, 1863, from Charles Del- 
lanegra, who got it hereditarily from his mother, Ketty 
Cana, on September 28, 1840. Ketty Cana got it heredi- 
tarily from her father on April 6, 1788. The said John 
Baptist Cana was in possession of it before it was es- 
tablished in the rent roll of this department, which was 
in 1768. From an old legend existing in this department 
it seems the said John Baptist Cana, who built up the 
wine press in 1747, and taking (took?) the walnut tree 
from one of his properties once possessed by Co nt Louis 
Salomone in the place called Isola in the territory of 
this department. It is also said that there were not 
sufficient oxen ip the region to carry the t ee, which was 
yet green, to the place where the house was subsequently 
placed after having built the press. It was necessary

Coughs Up a Brass Tack. 


ECIL HULL, a 15-year-old boy, who is a pupil] in a 
Denver high school, has been afflicted with bronchial 
trouble for eleven years. The other day he fell into 3 
severe paroxysm of coughing lasting for three-quarters 
of an hour. Then he coughed up a membranous sub- 


stanee which was found to contain a tack he had swal- 
lowed when four years old. 3 

It was feared that he was developing tuberculosis, and 
all efforts to relieve him had proved unsuccessful. Now 
he is improving and is free from bronchial irritation. 
Physicians who had worked with the boy declared it to 
be one of the strangest cases in all their practice, affirm- 
ing it to be almost impossible for a tack to remain for 
that length of time in a person’s throat. 

The tack itself was a brass carpet tack about half an 
inch long. Cecil had swallowed it when he was four 
years old. Efforts were made at the time to remove it. 
but without success. Later he began to complain of ir- 
ritation, and then the chronic bronchial trouble devel- 
oped and caused his suffering for years. His parents 
naturally are rejoiced at the outcome. 

“We feared the boy’s health never would be good,” 
said Mr. Hull. “It seemed that the older he grew the 
more frequent and more violent became the paroxysms 
of coughing. The strange thing in connection with his 
case is the fact that none of the physicians who exam- 
ined him were able to give a reason for his affliction. 
They could not declare his lungs affected, and yet he had 
the cough which is considered a sure symptom. When 
he started to cough in the paroxysm which brought out 
the tack, I began to fear the end was coming right. then, 
it was so severe. The outeome is most fortunate.”—

ITS USE AS A REMEDY FOR PARALYSIS 
AND LIKE DISORDERS.

'Y N THE venom of the Gila monster a Phoenix, Arts., 
doctor declares that a new and powerful remedy has 
been discovered. This venom, a yellow, pasty fluid, 

has been used, the doctor asserts, in cases of erysipelas, 

heart failure, paralysis, locomotor ataxia, and kindred 
disorders with success. There is no living creature, 
many think, more hideous than the Gila monster.

“I know it looks cowardly to give up, but my family .

He was impressed, naturally, with the power of Helo- 
derma horridus, and proceeded to use it as a remedy. 
One of his patients was dying from erysipelas. He 
treated her with the new drug, and she recovered, he 
declares. A man patient, a victim of paralysis, walked 
with a staggering gait, and a course of treatment with 
Heloderma horridus cured him completely, it is asserted. 

A woman, 55 years of age, had suffered for some years 
from paralysis; the disease had mounted up from her 
‘ankles to her waist. Yet six. weeks of this treatment, it 
is recorded,. brought her to so fair a degree of health 
that she is now taking care of her house and family. 


It is not difficult to get the Gila monster's venom. 
The creature is sluggish, and can easily be seized by 
the back of the neck. So held, it is helpless. Securing 
rattlesnake venom is much more dangerous. 

Because crotalis is a recognized remedy, all handlers 
of rattlesnakes—the charmers, the dealers, the keepers 
of the snake houses of zoélogical gardens—have a recog- 
nized source of income in the extraction and sale of the 
venom. The snake must first be lassoed. This is done 
with a sliding loop fastened on the end of a slim pole. 
The loop is passed over the snake’s neck, and is drawn 
tight by means of a buckle. Thus the snake is rendered 
harmless, unless the hand be pushed recklessly into its 
mouth, and can be carried about in the lasso with per- 
fect safety. 

In the procuring of its venom two men are needed, one 
to hold the lasso pole and the snake's wriggling body, 
the other to hold its head firm and to press the venom 
cup into its mouth. The snake strikes the cup with its 
two fangs, leaving therein its poison. This poison is 
green, and of the thickness of molasses. It sella for 
$1.25 a drachm. 

A rattlesnake that is five or six feet in length win 
yield venom two or three times a month. It takes its 
poison sacs at least a week to fill again after they have 
been emptied. —

venom of the Gila monster must depend on the reptile's 
willingness or unwillingness alone, for there is no mus- 
cle that can be pressed in the manner of an electric but- 
ton to cause the poison to flow.

No. 104, pp. 334, pls. 25, figs. 29.) This report covers 
the second year of the measurements of duty of water. 


The reports of the field agents contain also a large 


amount of information on laws and customs, agricul- 
tural methods, crop returns, and other subjects related 
to irrigation. A progress report on the quantities of 
silt carried by a number of southern rivers is also con- 
tained in this volume. This report has been reprinted 
in separates. 

Irrigation in the United States, Testimony of El wood 
Mead, irrigation expert, before the United States Indus- 
trial Commission (Bulletin No. 105, pp. 47, pis. 12, figs. 
1.) The statement made before the Industrial Commis- 
sion deals chiefly with the legal status of irrigation, 
touching on State control, national aid to irrigation and 
the disposal of the public grazing lands. The necessity 
and possibility for storage are also discussed. 

Irrigation Practice Among Fruit-Growers on the Pa- 
cific Coast, by E. J, Wickson (Bulletin No. 108, pp. 
64, pls. 10, figs. 7.) This bulletin gives the results of a 
special investigation into the conditions, extent, and 
methods of irrigation as practiced among fruit-growers 
on the Pacific Coast. 

Irrigation in Field and Garden, by B J. Wickson 
(Farmers’ Bulletin No. 138, pp. 40, figs. 18,) discusses 
methods of irrigating on a small scale. 

How to Build Small Irrigation Ditches, by C. T. John- 
ston and J. B. Stannard (Farmers’ Bulletin No. 158, 
pp. 28, figs. 9.) This is a reprint of an article in the 
Yearbook of the Department of Agriculture for 1900, en- 
titled Practical Irrigation. giving methods of laying out 
and building small irrigating ditches, using only such 
implements as are found on most farms, or can easily 
de made by the farmer. : 

Some Typical Reservoirs of the Rocky Mountain 
State, by Elwood Mead (Yearbook of the Department of 
This article 
describes some of the reservoirs of Colorado and Utah, 
paying especial attention to cost of construction and re- 
turns from the use of the stored water. 

The publications prepared for the printer 
year include the following: 

Irrigation of Rice in the United States, by Frank 
Bond and George H. Keeney (Bulletin No. 113, pp. 77, 
pis. 28, figs. 10.) In this bulletin Mr. Bond describes 
the rice industry of Louisiana and Texas, and gives 
measurements of the quantities of water used in irri- 
gating rice. The laws relating to irrigation of the two 
States dealt with are also discussed. Mr. Keeney's re- 
port covers North Carolina, South Carolina and Georgia, 
and is almost wholly descriptive. 

Irrigation from Big Thompson River, in Colorado, by 
John E. Field (Bulletin No. 118, pp. 75, pis, 5, fig. 1.) 
This is a study of the water laws of Colorado as illus- 
trated by the irrigation from Big Thompson River. Mr. 
Field discusses more particularly the “water loaning” 
law, a recent enactment which has a tendency to unset- 
tle all existing rights to Colorado streams. 

Report of Irrigation Investigations for 1901 (Bulletin 
No. 119, pls. 64, figs. 12.) This is the third of 
the annual reports of the irrigation investigations of 
this office. It deals chiefly with the duty of water, but 
contains also reports from four stations in the humid 
States, where irrigation is not a necessity, but a means 
of increasing the returus from farm lands; a report on 
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the underground water supply of the San Bernardino 
Valley, Cal., and the second progress report on silt meas- 
urements. 

The manuscript for the following publications is in 
hand: Irrigation Water Contracts, by J. 8. Greene; Re- 
port on Irrigation in Egypt, by C. T. Johnston; [rriga- 
tion Investigations in Utah; and the Irrigation System 
of the Gallatin Valley in Montana, by 8. Fortier. 

The office has also coéperated with the library in the 
preparation of a list of references to publications re- 
lating to irrigation and land drainage. 

The increasing demand for the irrigation bulletins has 
rendered it necessary to reprint bulletins 58, 92, 96, and 
100, Congress having ordered an edition of 3200 of the 
last-named. It has also been necessary to reprint the 
separates of bulletins 86 and 104, containing the re- 
ports of the first and second years’ investigations. 

While, as the above statement shows, the value of 
published matter relating to irrigation has been large, 
and its distribution wide, the publications have not been 
the whole or perhaps the most effective means employed 
in the educational work of the irrigation investigations. 
The answering of specific inquiries which come to the 
department has been a large feature of the work of the 
office in Washington. The addresses of our agents in 
public meetings in different parts of the arid region, and 
conferences with officials and others interested, have 
also been effective agencies for promoting the work this 
investigation has in hand. In this way, the experience 
and knowledge already obtained has been brought to 
bear on the public mind more effectively than hereto- 
fore, and has resulted in a great quickening of interest 
in this matter throughout the West. 


Apples in Southern California. | 

HE’ Chamber of Commerce has prepared a special 

exhibit of apples from various sections of Southern 
California, including some fine specimens Of what may 
be properly termed the king of fruits. The apple has 
been much neglected, until lately, In this section. in 
early days there was a belief that good apples could not 
be raised in Southern California. This has been fully 
disproved by the excellent fruit that has been pro- 
duced in the mountain sections of San Diego county, in 
the Yucaipe Valley, back of Redlands, at Westminster, 
in the peatlands, in the Antelope Valley, and elsewhere. 
Considering the prices at which apples are sold in South- 
ern California, the fruit should be more remunerative 
than oranges. Writing on the subject of apples in 
Southern California, George P. Hall recently said, in the 
Pacific Fruit World: 

“The apple claims a wide latitude for its home and 
the rich lore of history furnished by antiquity indicates 
it has had its home wherever man could plant and nur- 
ture it, and nowhere does it supply the urgent need of 
man more than in Southern California. it in the 
Primeval days it grew beside the pine and palm, the 
citron and the orange, its life in our sunny clime merely 
conforms with its honored ancestry, for from the win- 
ter snows of majestic ‘San Berdao’ to the pine-clad hills 
of Julian, the slopes and valleys of the San Jacinto, it 
reaches degrees of perfection according to climatic and 
soil conditions.

I do not care to introduce the names of living novelists, 
or to single out for the purposes of illustration any re- 
cent novels which, according to my judgment, would 
justify my theory. But I cannot help believing that in 
recent fiction we have some evidences of an ambition to 
get outside the long- accepted rules of the art, and to 
show that the range of human emotion is not limited to 
the love tale of the hero and the heroine. 

I think, too, that mere realism has done the best of its 
work, and that imagination ig going to have its turn once 
again. There must, of course, be realism in every 
artistic creation which is well executed, but what I mean 
te point out is that mere fidelity in the description of

every day is beginning to be regarded as not quite enough 
to satisfy the demands of those who love to brighten, 


We have not, on the wholé, had much in our fiction 
which claims or proves its affinity with a peculiar school 
of modern French romance. In one of Lytton Bulwer's 
novels we read of somebody who has been prevailed upon 
by a friend to study certain French nove's on the ground 
that they are truth and life. Having studied the books, 
this unconverted personage gives them back to his 
friend, with the words, “If these be truth and life, then 
hurrah for falsehood and death!” 


Character Rather Than Problem. 


There are many French novels of the present day 
concerning which I should be quite disposed to utter a 
similar declaration. But I see no sign in our recent Eng- 
lish fiction of any desire to seek after such unwholesome 
stimulants. 

The general impression which I have formed of our 
present fiction is that u shows a healthy resolve to de- 
part from the mere traditions and conventionalities, the 
unities and limitations of preceding schools, and at the 
same time to study character rather than problem, and 
not to assume that realism can ever supply the place of 
imagination. Thus I should aay that the fiction of the 
present day is in a state of transition, and only waits the 
coming of some great leader under whose inspiration it 
may undertake the new field of conquest. 

There have been several instances lately of a desire on 
the part of some among our novlists to make the study 
of one remarkable character the leading purpose and mo- 
tive of a whole story. I think this fact in itself is a 
healthy sign for our fiction, inasmuch as it promises to 
lift us out of the routine of mere love-story, mere sen- 
sation romance, mere problem novel, and that form of 
fiction which has recently come to be called the “smart 
society” novel. 

My conclusion on the general evidences before us is 
that our English fiction is on the eve of a fresh de- 
parture, and that the new fiction will probably desert for 
a while the bricks and mortar of realism and pay a visit 
to “the shores of old romance.” 


$ INDIA’S MILLIONAIRES. 


THE VAST WEALTH OF THE PARSEES ¢ 
AND RAJAHS. 


BY SARAH KUMAR GHOSH, IN THE LONDON DAILY 


HE recent announcement that Nowrojee Manockji 
Wadia is about to convert £1,000,000, his entire 
fortune, into a public trust for charitable purposes, 

is one more testimony alike to the wealth and the 
munificence of the Parsees of India. Regarding the 
first, it is a striking proof of the general topsy-turvy- 
dom of India (as judged from the western standpoint) 
that practically the entire commercial wealth of a coun- 
try of 300,000,000 people should be in the hands of a 
community numbering leas than 90,000. | 

The “wealth of Ind” is a myth. India isthe land 
of extremes; of millions of underfed pearants on the- 
one hand, and of a jeweled galaxy of millionaire rajahs 
and Parsees on the other. Regarding the latter, the 
mame that stands out most prominently is that of Sir 
Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy, the recognized head of the Par- 
sees of India. A splendid example of energy and enter- 
prise—qualities that are, indeed, typ‘cal of the Parsees— 
the Jeejeebhoy family is of the humbiest origin. A 
century ago, when the British Empire in India was 
being formed out of the crumbling ruins of the Mogul 
and the Mahratta, and all India was in chaos, the an- 
cestor of the Jeejeebhoys was a poor lad, striving to 
gain his daily bread by the sweat of his brow. 

Then, no sooner were modern methods of economics 
introduced into the country than this humble lad forth- 
with dreamt of millions. He started in business as a 
small merchant. So far the entire foreign trade of In- 
dia had been in English hands—those of the East India 
Company. Now, for the first time, an Eastern entered 
the field. 

In the absence of competition on the part of the con- 
servative Hindus, he increased his business, prospered, 
and finally amassed a fortune of 12.000, 000. 
For his purpose India was a virgin soil, a new coun- 
try as yet unexploited by modern methods—even as 
was the United States a generation ago; the cause of 
his success the same as that of the first American mil- 

India’s First Baronet. 


Because of his splendid munificence he was created 
first a K.C.B., and then a baronet—the first in India. 
For, if he amassed a fortune, he knew how to spend it. 
He gave away 11,000,000, half his fortune, in charities. 
Hospitals, colleges and rest-houses were founded and 
endowed by him. 

The present Baronet, Sir Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy, the 
third from the founder, in 1877, and since 
then has well maintained che traditions of hs house. 
With increasing wealth has increased the aim and 
purpose of his philanthropy. And no better proof could 
be given of the appreciat and gratitude of his coun- 
trymen than the general/ delight with which his selec- 
tion to represent Bombay at the recent coronation was 
received by all its ci 

Hardly less conspicuous is the Petit family. Even 
as the Jeejeebhoys made their fortunes in foreign trade 
the Petits made theirs in cotton spinning. Half a cen- 
tury ago the first cotton mill in Bombay was founded 
by a Parsee—the late Cowasjee Nanabhoy Davar. 
Though confining himself solely to the spinning of 
yarns, he succeeded in accumulating considerable 
wealth. 

Then the Petits went one better; for, in 1855, Dinshaw 
Manockjee Petit erected the Oriental Spinning and 


Weaving Mill, which not only spun yarns but wove

cloth. This venture was so great a success that in 1866 
Mr. Dinshaw was induced to erect another mill, the 
Manockjee Petit Spinning and Weaving Mill, thus named 
in memory of his father. The investment proved so - 
profitable that several cotton mills were started by Mr. 
Dinshaw, one after another in rapid succession. Speed- 
ily he became the largest shareholder in the six leading 
cotton mills of Bombay—the Manockjee Petit Mill, the 
Dinshaw Petit Mill, the Victoria, the Mazagon, the 
Framjee Petit, and the Gordon Mills. | 
Besides spinning and weaving, Mr. Dinshaw also di- 
rected his attention to the manufacture of thread, 


hoslery and fancy goods, and to the dyeing of yarns. 
‘From Lancashire to Bombay. 


At the present day many cotton mills are working in 
Bombay, and more will soon be started. Already the 
entire yarn supply of India, and to some extent of 
China and Japan, is furnished by the Bombay mills. — 
No doubt these yarns are now of the coarser kind, but 
the day must come when the Bombay factories will 
also learn to spin yarns of the highest “count.” Then 
the scepter of the eastern trade in cotton cloth must 
pass from Lancashire to Bombay. And all due to the 
energy, the foresight, the enterprise of Dinshaw Ma- _ 
nocwjee Petit. 

For his splendid philanthropy, rivaling that of Sir 
Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy, he, too, was made a baronet, in 
1890. And now, both by marriage and by commercial 
partnership, the Petit family is closely allied with 
those of the other Parsee millionaires of India—the 
Wadias, the Readymoneys, the Camas, Nowrojee Ma- 


4 nockji Wadia, whose recent gift of £1,000,000 to charity 


has been already mentioned, is the foremost of these. 

These represent Parsee enterprise on the western side 
of India; oa the eastern it is no less singular. The 
two great modern industries of India are cotton and 
jute. The Petits and the Wadias had captured the 
cotton on the Bombay side. It remained for the Mehtas 
to cross over to the Bengal side and capture the jute. 

One would have imagined that the Tagores, the great 
Hindu family of Bengal (whose heir, the Maharajah 
Kumar Tagore, was here for the coronation as the rep- 
resentative of Calcutta,) would not have permitted this 
veritable mine of wealth to escape their notice. But, 
with the usual disdain of high-class Hindus, they scorned 
to soil their hands with commerce. 

And now, because of Parsee enterprise, jute mills are 
arising all along the Hooghly bank. Already they have 
made such progress (chiefly because of the nearness of 
raw jute and coal) that a generation hence they will 
wrest from Dundee its entire Asiatic trade in jute. 

R. D. Mehta, the pioneer of the concern, became one 
of the most distinguished citzens of Calcutta, and ulti- 
mately its Sheriff. And perhaps, following his venture, 
some other millionaire Parsee will now cross over from 
the Bombay side and give a a new impetus to the work- 
ing of the coal mines of Bengal. Then others will take 
up the iron in the Central Provinces, and the copper in 


Few, But Vigorous. 


Why not? The commercial success of the Parsees is 
but a manifestation of a subtle law of economics, which 
postulates that “in a conservative community minorities 
must rise to the surface.” Driven from Persia thirteen 
centuries ago by a religious persecution, the Parsee 
found an asylum in India. But though kindly received 
by the Hindus—they were indeed of the same Aryan race 
as the Hindus—the rigorous caste laws of the latter 
barred the possibility of intermarriage between them. 
Thus the- Parsees remained small in number, but ever 
active, ever vigilant, ever looking for an opportunity for 
material progress. 

The opportunity came at last with British rule. The 
high-caste Hindu still scorned to enter into commerce; 
the low-caste could have no power for so doing; like- 
wise the Moslem, forbidden by the Koran to practice 
usury, could not compete under modern conditions. 
Thus the Parsee, having no caste laws and no Koran. 
was left without a competitor in the field. 

That be has fully deserved his material success there 
can be no question. “Good thoughts, good words, good 
deeds,” these are the maxims of his faith. Let the 
munificence of Jeejeebhoy, of Petit, of Wadia, . testify 
to the good deeds. 

He has also rendered a public service to all India— 
at least from the modern standpoint. He has shaken 
India out of her lethargy; he has shown her that in the 
twentieth century it is wealth that makes the man— 
not caste nor lineage. 

India will surely take this lesson to heart. And a 
generation hence, when the armies of Europe are booted 
with the skin of the sacred cow from some factory in 
the heart of India, perchance a high-caste Brahmin will 
be found at the head of it. Ye shades of Manu, What . 
revolution!

When is a Person Dead? 
T*. TIMES has referred, on several occasions, to 


the question of obtaining a sure proof of death, as 
: one of the most important problems that can en- 

gage the attention of the medical fraternity. Surely, it 
— a aa to conceive of any more vital ques- 

on dor to Imagine any more awful form of 
death than that of being buried alive It is certainly, as 
The Times has previously said, a refiection upon the 
science of the twentieth century, that no certain method 
of determining whether a person is dead or alive has 
yet been forthcoming. 

The physicians are, as a rule, in the habit of denying 
that people are buried alive, except in very rare in- 
stances. Unfortunately, however, the testimony of facts 
is entirely against this theory. One frequently reads of 
cases where evidence of premature burial is found, al- 
though it must necessarily be only a very small per- 
centage of cases where it is possible to ascertain that a 
person came to life after he was buried. 

A distinguished French scientist, one of the most 
famous experts on medical jurisprudence in the world, 
Dr. P. Brouardel, has spent years in a special study of 
this subject, and has embodied his findings in a book 
called “Death ahd Sudden Death,” published by William 
Wood & Co., New York. In this book he expounds the 
doctrine that practically all the ordinary signs of life 
may have disappeared and the patient may still be re- 
suscitated. 

Again, it may be asked, when will some public-spirited 
philanthropist come forward, with an offer of a large 
money reward for the first person who discovers an ab- 
solutely certain proof that the spirit has fled from the 
body? When it comes to this question of lite and 
death we appear to be still in the kindergarten sage. 


Malaria and Mosquitoes. 


A LONDON cablegram announces that Maj. Ronald 


Ross of the School of Tropical Medicine, and a word 


wide authority on the subject of malaria and mos zuitoes. 
will visit this country to make an investigation of ma- 
laria with a view of its abatement or suppression. The 
Philadelphia Record says: 

“Maj. Ross believes that by draining the soil, by de- 
- gtroying larvae and using other precautions malaria can 
be swept away as completely as ague has been banished 
from England during the last forty years. He went last 
year to Sierra Leone, now dreaded for its deadly climate, 
to drive mosquitoes away by liberal application of pe- 
troleum. Maj. Ross was recently appointed to the ‘Wal- 
ter Myers’ chair of the Liverpool School of Tropical 
Medicine, and received the distinguished honor of a fel- 
lowship of the Royal Society.”

Pasteurized Milk 
HE New York Herald publishes the following in re- 
gard to the good work done by the pure milk depots 

of Nathan Strauss in New York: : 

“Nearly one million bottles of Pasteurized milk and 
milk foods and more than one million glasses of raw and 
Pasteurized milk were dispensed from the summer milk 
depots of Nathan Strauss, which closed for the season 
on Saturday. 

“Since Mr. Strauss established this charity, twelve 
years ago, the summer death rate among the infants of 
New York has been decreased by half, and this result is 
directly attributed by physicians to the distribution by 
Mr. Strauss of Pasteurized and modified milk among the 
poor. *

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CAMERA’S MANY USES. 


IT ADDS WONDERFULLY TO THE 
WORLD'S INFORMATION. 


From Pearsons Weekly. 


T WAS in 1860 that an eclipse of the sun was first 

photographed, and the resulting print showed plainly 

that curious, glowing atmosphere round the sun 
called the corona. For some years there was much dis- 
cussion in astronomical circles as to the nature of this 
appendage, so when the eclipse of 1870 was due the ob- 
servers sent to Spain and Italy were specially supplied 
with cameras in order to photograph it accurately. 

At Cadiz, an excellent photograph of the corona was 
ebtained by Prof. Witlard, and at Sycamore another by 
a second observer. The latter was taken two hours 
later than the former, yet the corona showed practically 
identical in both, thus establishing the fact that the sun 
really possessed an atmosphere of incandescent hydro- 
gen. 

We hardly realize how much à part of our daily mod- 
ern life photography has become. The cheap illustrated 
press of today would be an impossibility without pho- 
tography. Practically all illustrations in books, maga- 
zines, weeklies, and dailies are reproduced by its help. 
Map making depends upon it absolutely. 

At the headquarters of our ordnance department at 
Southampton the manuscript maps and plans were once 
engraved on copper by hand. The expense was enor- 
mous, and the difficulties of reducing to the same scale 
‘very great. Now, and for some years past, photo-zinco- 
graphy has been the means of reproduction. Cameras 
which are among the largest in the world are employeé, 
the maps set up in front of them and photographed di- 
rect by the wet process. The glass plates used are forty- 
five inches by thirty inches, and weigh thirty-three 


pounds apiece. ‘ 


The art of advertisement is equally dependent on the 
camera. Those perfect patterns of cloths which show 
every thread in the texture could hardly be done by 
hand, or only at enormous expense. Every catalogue that 
comes by half-penny post contains illustrations such as 
would have been Impossible in the most costly volumes 
of half a century ago. The beautiful art pottery which 
can nowadays be purchased so cheaply owes its beau- 
tiful designs and low price to the art of the photog- 
rapher. In every kind of copying work, from patterns 
for wall papers to designs for bank notes, the camera 
is now employed. 

Weather recording, as practiced today, depends very 
largely upon photography. Self-registering cameras are 
used to record the hourly variations of barometer and 
thermometer, and these give results more perfect and 
accurate than the most painstaking human eyes and 
fingers. The movements of the magnetic needie are re- 
corded in similar fashion, and so are the shapes and 
sizes of the passing clouds. 

In every branch of science, practical and otherwise, 
photography is Indispensable. The unwinking eye of 


tthe camera can see far better than the most perfecthuman 


eye. The lens has solved other astronomical problems 


besides that of the sun's corona It has shown the real 


mature of the Milky Way and other similar nebulous 
masses of star dust. At present it is employed in count- 
ing the stars. When this immense task is accomplished, 
10,000 different negatives will show more than 20.000, 
000 stars. 

By using the microscope instead of the telescope in 
connection with the photographic plate, records are ob- 
tained which are beyond price to practical chemists, na- 
turalists, doctors and many others. Metallurgists, for 
instance, frequently subject bars of steel or com pound 
metals like aluminum bronze to very severe tests. The 
fractures are examined by microscope, and photographs 
made of them, with notes of their breaking strains. 
Whole series of records are thus obtained in a small 
and conven‘ent compass. 

A railway accident was recently caused near London 
by the sudden fracture of a steel axle. At the inquiry 
micro-photographic pictures of the broken axle were 
submitted, and showed that the fibre of the metal had 
suddenly altered, become crystalline in structure. Pho- 
tographs of the much-discussed Belleville boilers under 
various tests have lately been made for Admiralty use, 
and other pictures of the destroyers which are at present 
being subjected at Portsmouth to “hogging” and “sagg- 
ing” strains. Photographs of bridges are takea at reg- 
ular intervals for purposes of comparison. There is a 


Story that a photograph which Her Majesty the Queen 


once took of a railway bridge in Norfolk showed a crack 
in it, which even the keen eyes of the engineers had 
failed to detect. 

Wholesale dealers in cotton and woolen goods are 
usually possessed of albums of micro-photographic 
prints. The microscope reveals frauds of any kind, and 
the camera keeps a record of it. For instance, the 
difference between fibres of cotton and silk is thus made 
plain in an Instant, and any deficiency in the proper 
number of threads which go to make up the warp or 
weft of a fabric is easily seen. . 

One of the chief values of these microscopic photo- 
Graphs is that they can be used as magic lantern slides 
by lecturers and schoolmasters. The spinnerets of a 
Spider, the sting of A nettle, or the egg of a butterfly,

the doctor. Disease germs of all kinds and their vary- 
ing structures are now all to be seen inside the covers 
of a single volume, where formerly the medical student 
might have to travel over half a world to observe them.

produced in the Admiralty Courts in suits to decide the 
share of damages to be borne by the owners of a vessel 
which has run another down. . 

Without instantaneous photography, motion could 
never have been analyzed. The first instantaneous pic- 
tures of horses galloping caused a positive sensation. 
The animals were in apparently impossible positions, 


well down in their saddles, were in many cases inches 
away from the leather. Photography has taught us how 
a bird files, its wings working in screw-like fashion. 
These photographs and those of insects’ wings have 
given aéronauts an entirely new view of the proper 
methods of constructing flying machines. Flying insect 
photographs have been taken at the almoxt inconceiv- 
able pace of 25,000 to the minute. 

There is no ordeal to which the habitual criminal sub- 
mits with worse grace than to being photographed. He 
well knows that there will be no greater stumbling 
block in his future career of crime than his portrait is 
the Rogues Gallery.” Portrait photography preserves 
for anthropologists the features of races like the Bush- 
men and Digger Indians, who are fast dying out, and 
is the greatest aid possible in the study of the natural 
history of man. | 
More than one mystery of crime has been solved by 
a photograph. A biograph picture of the Grand Trunk 
Railway bridge at Niagara Falls disclosed when devel- 
oped a human form tossing in the rapids below. Search 
was made, and the body of a murdered man was discov- 
ered. At Simla, a Reentgen ray photograph of the throat 
of a suspected thief showed there a missing* diamond 
worth £800. 

A petition filed recently in the Hungarian Supreme 
Court was accompanied by photographs containing snap. 
shots of the presiding officer of the district, assisted by 
the local police, keeping a number of voters in confine- 
ment lest they should vote against the candidate favored 
by that official.

ACTIVITIES OF CLUBWOMEN. | 

Georgia clubwomen have just presented to the State 
Legivlatvre a bill providing against the employment in 
the factories of children under 12 years of age. This 
question of child labor in the ortten-producing States 
is commanding the attention of philanthropists and 
economists on all sides, while to clubwomen the efforts 
of the Georgia women are particularly interesting, in- 
asmuch as they are among the first in the field follow- 
ing the recent recommendation of the General Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs on behalf of the improvement 
of child labor laws over the country. 

In fact, this national body agreed to center its ac- 
tivities in this direction during the next two years, an 
action largely inspired, there is no coubt, by the 
dramatic plea made by Mrs. A. O. Granger, president 
of the Georgia Federation, at the Los Angeles conven- 
tion. Her reference to “babes who choke in the Hut- 
filled air of the cotton mill,” and the final declaration 
that southern women would “free the white slave of the 
South,” instantly won the support of the convention, 
and now that they have really begun the legisiative 


battle under rather adverse conditions, their tactics 
naturally inspir® keen interest. 
But elsewhere other battles have begun. IIIinois 


cluywomen, for example, are codperating with the 
Chicago Federation of Labor on a stringent child labor 
measure modeled after that in Massachusetts, which 
looks after both industrial and educational interests of 
the youthful worker. Two thousand copies of a pam- 
phiet setting forth the proposed law were distributed 
at the recent convention of the Illinois Federation of 
Women's Clubs, and the matter was otherwise pre- 
sented by Miss Jane Addams of Hul! House.—[ Bertha 
Damaris Knobe, in the Pilgrim for November.
